CRITICISES MINISTRY 
OF FINANCE. 

At the Circuit Court, Ennis, an interest: 
ing legal point was argued in respect of 
State compensation cases, of: which some 25 
had been listed for re-hearing. It appeared 
that after the trace, and before the passing 
of the Damage to Property (Compensation; 
Act of 1923, application, were made for 
compensation for malicious injuries. The 
County Council defended the «cases, and 
decrees were granted. : 
The applicants, who had obtained such 
decrees did not serve the statutory declara 
tions required by the resolution passed by 
the Dail in November, 1922, aud applied for 
payment to the Ministry for Finance subse- 
quent to the passing of the Act of 1923 
They were then informed that the decrees 
would not be paid, as the prescribed notices 
had not been served. Later, however, the 
declarations were made and fodged, but the 
Ministry then “served notice to have the cases 
re-opened for es 7 

On behalf of the Minister for Finance. the 
State Solicitor (Mr. James Lynch) submitted 
that the 1923 Act nullified all decrees 
granted prior’ to its passing, and Section 2 
il) provided for the re-opening of cases up 
to September, 1923, the last date for serwing 
notices. 

Judge McElligott said that this was the 
greatest “hugger mugger’ he had ever 
heard of, and. struck» him as only a dodge. 
Was it not appalling that a great depart- 
ment°éf State should ask an applicant te go 
All ‘over this. again, or that an applicant 
should not, be paid. becduse of some miserable 
technicality about the service of notices?

The Shannon Scheme, 


In the’ absence of the Minister for 
Education, whose estimates ought to have 
been discussed yesterday, Dail Eireann 
devoted the first afternoon of its reassembly 
to a debate on the Shannon dispute. The 
Labour ‘Party's resolution that the stheme 
should not proceed until a “living wage " 
had been fixed for the workers was de- 
feated by a comfortable majority, but the 
debate “made no contribution to a settle- 
ment of the trouble at Limerick. Indeed, 
it was but a melancholy postcript to last 
session's hasty and thwarted discussions 
on the Shannon Bill. It is perfectly clear 
now, though the point was avoided yester- 
day with the most careful delicacy on 
both sides, that the Government and the 
Labour Party ar- equally to blame for 
the present confusion, irritation and delay. 
The Government was in so great a hurry 
to flourish the Shannon scheme before the 
world, and Labour abetted it so blindly, 
that the question most likely to 
create complications, if an absolute 
understanding was not reached about 
it, was ignored altogether. As the 
Minister for. Justice said. yesterday, 
it may not be the duty or thé practice of 
Governments to establish wages rates ; but 
here Was a situation in which his Govern- 
ment had an urgent interest to do that 
very thing. The Shannon scheme was its 
first big venture in constructive economics ; 
yet-the vital factor in success or failure 
was not settled, or even discussed, with 
foreign contractors in .whom,~ surely, it 
was dangerous to assume an intimate 
knowledge of .this country’s _ peculiarly 
complicated labour conditions. The Labour 
Party s complacency i in the matter is inex- 
plicable. Mr. Thomas Johnson was “' abso- 


’jutely astonished’ when he learnt, in New 


York, that the contractors had advertised 
for 3,000 men rt a wage of 32s. a week. 
It is true, as he admits, that agricultural

Shannon dispute may be contrived ; but, 
if the removal of the Labour Party’s 
“impediments” is to be sought through 
new demands upon over-taxed industry, 
the harried professional classes and the 
struggling farmers, then, we fear, those 
impediments must remain. 


Socialism in England. 

The results of the English municipal 
elections will surprise nobody. The 
Labour Party had been preparing for 
them for several months. Its local 
organisation was almost perfect, and all 
the forces at its command were’ mobilised 
in a great effort to capture the municipal 
councils for Socialism. It has had many 
successes, more especially in the London 
Boroughs and in parts of the industrial 
North; but, on the whole, the moderate 
parties, while suffering considerable losses, 
have succeeded in retaining theif position 
more. or less intact, and Labour’s widely 
advertised offensive has failed to achieve 
its full purpose. . The: Communists have 
cut a very sorry figure;-for-they seem to 
have been defeated all along the line. At 
Middlesbrough their two candidates 
polled a total of only 1,321 votes; at New- 
castle their representative secured but one- 
tenth of that number, and in Cardiff 
-Communism’s poll was 285 out of an 
electorate of nearly six.thousand. Mr. 
Saklatvala, M.P., was at the bottom of 
the poll in St. Pancras. While Labour 
has not succeeded in capturing the 
councils in any large numbers, however, 
it certainly has improved its position. 
In London it has gained control of eight 
local boards, and its net gains amount to 
135 seats in London and the provinces, 
Liberalism, although almost dead as a 
Parliamentary force, still retains a grip 
on many of the local boards. Its repre- 
sentatives are strongly anti-Socialist, and 
| consequently vote generally with the Con- 
servatives on most matters of importance. 
As a result of this ‘alliance Labour, 
although it is the biggest individual party 
on a large number of councils, is in an 
actual minority on most of them. It can 
congratulate itself, however, on the com- 
plete capture of Shoreditch, where it 
gained no fewer than sixteen seats. 

The English people seem to take very 
litle interest in municipal elections. They 
rarely fail to return. huge Parliamentary 
polis, but local affairs do not appear to 
arouse their , enthusiasm... Yet, with 
Poplar and West 
Ham before them, the English people 
cannot plead ignorance of the issues 
that were at stake last Monday. 
Socialist control of local boards means in- 
evitably higher rates and more extensive 
** doles’’ at the people’sexpemse. Socialism 
glories in extravagance. It is inefficient, 
inexperienced and doctrinaire in its 
theories of social reform; and, wherever it 
has ruled in the world, bankruptcy has 
followed its reign. Its one great asset is 
enthusiasm. While the older parties are 
inclined to depend on their reputation, 
and to rely on the innate good sense of 
the English people, the Socialists leave 
nothing to chance, Strong efforts have been 
made during recent weeks to awaken the 
general public to a sense of the dangers 
which a Socialist victory at the polls 

ould involve. ‘Sections of the English 
iia have been particularly active in this 
respect; but, unfortunately, little heed 
seems to have been paid to their warnings. 
For- this apathy, we fear, .some of the 
newspapers themselves are to blame. They 
have cried “ Wolf! wolf-!’’ so often without 
justification that, when a real crisis 
occurs, their signals of distress are ignored. 
The Socialist menace can be defeated 
hecause at least seventy-five per. cent. of 
the English people have not the slightest 
sympathy with the precepts of Karl Marx, 
but active steps must be taken against it.. 
Somebody once said that an idea could be 
defeated only by a better idea. Socialism 
has a definite programme which has 
caught the imagination of its adherents. 
The other parties, particularly the Con- 
servatives, must produce something more 
attractive if they are not to stand in

spicuous ailments which at all times have 


afflicted humanity. As we read history in 
the light of modern science, we may well 
be tempted to believe that in tho ages of 
fanaticism and superstition psychological 
plagues raged in the human race from 
which our times happily have been freed. 


Lost Cities. 

An American-German expedition has 
arrived in Naples, says the correspondent 
in that city of The Times, prepared to 
search off the headland of Posilipo for the 
submerged site of ancient Paleopolis. Livy 
states that Paleopolis was situated near 
where Naples stands to-day, and that it 
was besieged »y the Romans and betrayed 
to them in 328 B.C. The city could not 
have been standing in the historian’s own 
days; for he speaks of it with a grim fut. 
Scholars have searched in vain for traces 
of the lost city. In 1903 Mr. R. T. 
Gunther, of Oxford, yisited the Bay of 
Naples, took soundings and measurements, 
and showed that in Roman times the land 
level of that neighbourhood must have 
been some sixteen feet higher than it is 
to-day. He discovered also submerged 
traces of an ancient harbour, drowned in 
a sinking of the land that history has not 
recorded. The present expedition to 
Posilipo will follow up Mr. Gunther's 
researches. Important archeological finds 
dating from Roman times are certain; but 
it is hoped to identify the remains of 
Paleopolis itself, and thus to bring to 
light, perhaps, Grecian relics that will 
add to our knowledge of the ancient 
colonies of Hellas. With modern instru- 
ments submarine exploration has been 
rendered feasible, if not easy. Discoveries 
may be made yet beneath the waters as 
interesting as those achieved by excavation 
on land. Around shores nearer than the 


. Mediterranean there is field for submarine 


research. Villages have been lost in the 
waters of East Anglia, and every visitor 
to the Sussex coast has heard of the sub-. 
merged churchgs whose bells are fabled: to 
chime in the hour of danger. Off Brittany 
lies, perhaps, some fragment of tangible 
antiquity to testify to the historical swamp- 
ing of the wicked City of Ys, and familiar 
legend has it that the fisherman of Loug. 
Neagh formerly could see— |

TEHERAN, Tuesday. 

King Pahlavi, the new occupant of the 
Persian Throne, formerly Premier. Ali Rita 
Khan, is losing no time in reorganising the 
Government of his country. To-day he has 
issued a Royal edict closing all gambling 
houses in Persia and all pares, Wiesel. 0 selling: 
aleoholic drinks. 

King Pahlavi declares that he will, not wear 
the gaudy Royal uniforms, be-decked with 
costly jewels, even for his coronatian, which 
may be delayed for a month or two. He 
declares that his Kingship will mean work, 
and not show, and refuges to countenance any. 
ostentatious exhibitions, 

In his addresses to deputations, he is 
promising the putting in hand immediately of 
great undertakings for the improvement of 
the country. These promises are generally 
accepted, as it is recalled that’ he, as Premier 
of the Mejleas, proved “himself,, by active 
service, to possess a strong will, lion-heartéed 
courage, and quite unusual energy for a 
Persian. 

A committee has been appointed to draft 
special regulations for the election of a new 
constitutional Assembly, k. As is to be com- 
posed of 200 members and*representatives of 
all classes of the country. The committee 
will also draft changes to some-.of the clauses 
in the Constitution, and thus legalise the 
action of the Mejless in deposing the Shah of 
Persia, and naming Pahlavi as his -siccessor. 

The general indications are that during 
King Pahlavi’s reign Persia will become a 
country of much interest to the political 
and economic world.

MILK ADULTERATION PROSECUTIONS.

RAILWAY SUPERANNUATION. 
SCHEME. 

Auswering Mr, Doyle, the President said 
that he was informed by the railway com- 
pany that they were at present engaged on 
the preparation of a scheme for a superannua- 
tion fund, as required by Section 57 of the 
Railways Act, 1924. The actuaries who were 
investigating the matter required a very large 
amount of information regarding the present 
staff and those who had left the service 
within the last ten years. The company had 
informed. him that they feared it would he 
some time before they were in a position to 
submit the scheme. t 

FOREIGN TENDERS. 

Mr. Alíred Byrne asked the Minister for 
Local Government whether he could issue an 
order to municipal and ‘other public bodies 
that they should accept Irish tenders in pre- 
ference to the lowest foreign tender, provided 
that the Irish tender is not more than 10 per 
cent, higher than the foreign one. 

The Minister replied that any such. order 
would be uwitra vires. While he had every 
sympathy with any proposition which would 
enlarge the facilities for employment, the 
proposal referred to would affect genera! trade 
policy and would require legislation. 

GER AN BUILDING TENDER. 

Replying to a ‘further question by Mr. 
Byrne as to the erection of houses at Fair- 
view by a German firm, the Minister said 
that sanction had been given to the. tender, 
which was accepted by the Dublin City Com- 
missioners, of Messrs. Kossel, of Bremen, for 
building houses at a saving of £4,940 over 
the best local tender. No sanction of which 
he was aware had been given to a contract 
for lead. With the exception of a contract 
for medicines, no éthér sanctions to foreign 
firms had been given. All relevant and ap- 
propriate considerations were fully adverted 
to in any case where sanction was accorded 
to any foreign tender. . 

TENDERS FOR MEDICINES. 

Mr. P. 8. Doyle and Mr. A. Byrne had on 
the paper questions to the Minister for Local 
Government on the acceptgnce of a Liverpool 
fiem’s tender for the supply of drugs and 
médicines to the unions, hospitals and dis- 
pensaries in the Free State. 

The Minister, in reply, stated that the con- 
tract was placed with a Liverpool firm, which 
allowed pér cent. off the standard prices, 
and with Messrs. Fieldings, of Cork, with a 
discount of 28 per cent. The discounts of 
Messrs. Boileau and Boyd were 15 per cent.

UNDESIRABLE PUBLICATIONS. 

Mr. P. S. Doyle asked the Minister for 
Justice if he could do something to combat 
the evil effects of undesirable casa ga 
and prevent the importation of indecent litera- 
ture into the Saorstat, and if he would con- 
sider the advisability of appointing an official! 
censor to deal with the imported Sunday and 
weekly newspapers, etc. 

Mr. O'Higgins, in reply, stated :—‘‘ Under 
the existing law there are ample powers to 
deal with the sale and distribution of obscene- 
literature. It is an offence to sell, or expose 
for sale, any obscene book or paper, and 
Justices are empowered, upon it being shown 
to their satisfaction that there is reasonable 
ground to belleve that any such obscene book 
or paper is kept in a house for sale or dis- 
tribution, to issue a Warrant to~search such 
house. As | understand it, the question 
relates to books and papers which may not 
come within the legal meaning of the word 
‘obscene literature,’ but which may be con: 
sidered -hurtfual to morals when read by 
certain classes of the community. I think he 
uses the word ‘indecent’ in a very wide 
sense, giving it much the same meaning as 
the word ‘ undesirable,’ which he also makes 
use of itt his question. If I am correct in 
this assumption, | am afraid that there are 


serious difficulties in the way of the State Í 


interfering to enforce a censorship such as the 
Deputy revuests. fn the first instance, it 
would be difficult to prescribe the standard of 
desirability or undesirability. This would ap- 
ong a matter more for public opinion than 
or an official or Officials appointed by the 
State. Again, it would be physically impos- 
sible to censer at the time at one’s disposal 
all the papers which might arrive in the port 
of Dublin on any given Sunday morning.

the public may or may not read with pro- 
priety.
